Anger as new road plans 
threaten town allotments

AN allotment holder from Soham 
has hit out at proposals to build a 
road through his vegetable plot. 

Robert Riordan, who has rented 
his Soham Town Council-run plot 
for more than 20 years, represents 
Weatheralls allotment holders as¬ 
sociation which opposes the au¬ 
thority’s plans to have them relo¬ 
cated. 

He says the group was given no¬ 
tice of the termination of its lease, 
to make way for a access road to a 
new 553 home estate, known as the 
Eastern Gateway development in 
July. 

The allotments, which were first 
established in the 1930s are based 
at “the field” Soham, and provide a 
valuable piece of green space in the 
middle of the town. 

If successful the planning appli¬ 
cation would see these allotment 
grounds tarmacked over to service 
the estate, with a portion also go¬ 
ing to create a new playing field for 
Weatheralls Primary School. 

Robert said: “Local residents, 
which include us, are against this 
proposed development on access, 
traffic issues, lack of services as well 



as environmental grounds. 

“We have been to all the consul¬ 
tation meetings and have found the 
local council lacklustre in its ap¬ 
proach to residents’ concerns. 

“We knew we were at risk as we 
are in the middle of town. There 


was rumour Weatheralls school 
needed an extra playing field and 
the council has made a policy of 
not renting to new holders.” 

“At the meeting last week [August 
30] they [Soham Town Council] ba¬ 
sically said it’s a done deal and we 


can’t do anything about it because 
we have to do what East Cam¬ 
bridgeshire District Council says.” 

Although there is no legal require¬ 
ment for such sites to be replaced 
automatically, the local authority 
will still be under a legal duty to 


provide a sufficient number of al¬ 
lotments where there is a demand. 

As part of the proposals brought 
forward by housing developer Cart¬ 
er Jonas, the council says it will re¬ 
locate allotment holders to a near¬ 
by field off the A142. 

But Robert believes is too far to 
travel for many elderly holders, 
who rely on using their wheelbar¬ 
rows to carry heavy equipment, 
and that the ground is too “water 
logged” to be of use. 

Rebecca Saunt, planning manag¬ 
er for East Cambridgeshire District 
Council, said: “East Cambridgesh¬ 
ire District Council cannot com¬ 
ment on planning applications that 
are under review. 

“Every application that is sub¬ 
mitted to the council goes through 
a stringent and consistent consid¬ 
eration process before a decision is 
made. 

“All details of planning applica¬ 
tions are available to view online 
and comments on individual appli¬ 
cations should be submitted to the 
planning department to be taken 
into consideration as part of the as¬ 
sessment of the application.” 

The initial period of consultation 
expired on August 24, but the coun¬ 
cil is accepting comments up until 
the point of determination.

Appeal for lost parrot 


A SINGLE mum is appealing for 
help after her children’s parrot 
escaped from a station platform. 

Kerry Russell, 40, was waiting 
with her two children at Ely Sta¬ 
tion on a visit their grandparents 
on August 16, whenAlfie die Afri¬ 
can grey flew from his cage. 

Her two children, who both 
have special educational needs, 
have been distraught ever since 
the 13-year-old family pet went 
missing. 

The mishap happened after 
her 13-year-old daughter Han¬ 
nah opened the cage to give Alfie 
some water. 

He was last seen flying east¬ 
wards at around 1 lam. 

Kerry said: “We were travelling 
to see my parents in Norwich 
when my daughter opened the 
cage to give him a drink because 
it was a hot day, and he flew off 
from the platform at Ely Station. 

“It all happened so quickly. We 
started looking then just went 
straight home, we were so devas¬ 
tated, and left our number with 
the train station. 

“One man from the station 
who knew about wildlife went 
looking in the nearby fields.” 

Kerry says she took on the 
family pet from her mother last 
October to help build her chil¬ 
dren’s confidence and commu¬ 


nication skills. Hannah has high 
functioning autism which her 
mother says gives her memory 
issues, and 10-year-old Reece has 
Down’s syndrome. 

Kerry said: “ft was my mum 
who got him and we took him to 
help the children bond and give 
them some responsibility. 

“Reece and Alfie bonded, mak¬ 
ing noises and saying hello to 
each other. They got attached to 
each other. 

“Now my children cry because 
its getting darker and they notice 
the weather getting colder and 
rainy.” 

Alfie is also a pet with personal¬ 
ity and a “great sense of humour” 
who likes to dance and sing and 
‘paint’ by walking in paint and 
making pictures. 

Kerry continued: “That’s the 
kind of thing they miss, and his 
sense of humour.” 

Alfie has a silver tag but the 
family are not sure of the serial 
number. There are reports he has 
been spotted in the March area. 

A Greater Anglia spokeswom¬ 
an said: “Our colleagues at Ely 
tried to find Alfie the parrot but 
were unsuccessful. We hope the 
family is reunited with their pet 
soon.”

Rail bosses work to end 
city centre bridge crashes

Flood of calls 
to RSPCA in 
hot weather 

THE RSPCA fears more dogs will lose 
their lives locked inside sweltering 
cars after almost 400 calls during the 
recent warm weather and over the 
bank holiday weekend. 

The charity - the largest and 
oldest animal welfare organisation 
in the country - said yesterday it 
received 388 reports of animals in 
hot environments between Monday, 
August 21 and bank holiday Monday 
when a mini-heatwave swept across 
the country seeing temperatures of 
almost 30C. 

There were eight calls made to the 
RSPCA from members of the public 
in Cambridgeshire over that period. 

RSPCA campaign manager Holly 
Barber said: "It's really worrying that 
despite all of our campaign activity 
and publicity this summer, hundreds 
of people are still putting their pets in 
dangerous situations. 

"Our main advice to owners is not 
to leave dogs in cars and our main 
advice to passers-by is to call 999 if 
they're concerned about an animal 
in a hot environment. 

"Despite these clear and simple 
messages, people continue to put 
their pets' lives at risk by leaving 
them shut inside vehicles when the 
temperature outside is nearing 30C. 

"And while many well-intentioned 
people concerned for the welfare of 
the animal are alerting us, we would 
urge them to call police instead as 
they can often get there quicker."

A LONG-TERM solution is 
being sought after yet an¬ 
other high-sided vehicle col¬ 
lided with height restricted 
Ely Station railway bridge on 
Monday. 

A lorry hit the structure 
at 10am on Monday caus¬ 
ing tailbacks on to Quanea 
Drove as traffic was diverted 
from the A142 over the rail¬ 
way crossing. 

The road was partially 
closed throughout the day 
as Network Rail carried out 
structural assessments. 

It came just a week after a 
motor vehicle was left ‘man¬ 
gled’ after smashing into the 
bridge on August 24. 

Now Network Rail says it is 
working with Cambridgesh¬ 
ire Highways on a long-term 
solution to the problem. 

A Network Rail spokes¬ 
woman said: “A vehicle hit a 
bridge in Stuntney Road, Ely 
at approximately 10am, and 
we closed the line for a short 
time while we examined the 
damage. 

“After a thorough assess¬ 
ment, the line was reopened. 

“We are working Cam¬ 
bridgeshire Highways on

a scheme to reduce the 
amount of vehicles hitting 
this bridge.” 

But what is causing the 
smashes? 

The bridge is restricted 
to vehicles under 2.7m in 
height, leading to many mis- 
judgments by drivers over 
the decades. 

Yet the issue is more than 
just driver error. 


We are working with 
Cambridgeshire Highways on a 
scheme to reduce the amount of 
vehicles hitting this bridge. 

Network Rail spokeswoman 


Currently the roads near 
Ely station suffer from con¬ 
gestion as heavy goods ve¬ 
hicles are forced to use a 
level crossing, which is often 
closed due to rail improve¬ 
ments. 

Once completed in spring 
2018 the new £36 million 
Ely bypass will divert traf¬ 
fic away from railway level 
crossing, as well as the ac¬ 
cident prone low-bridge 
underpass, by providing a 
new link between Stuntney 
Causeway and Angel Drove 
to the south of the city. 

Despite the clear ‘low 
bridge’ warning signs, is 
enough being done to pre¬ 
vent goods lorries hitting the 
bridge in the meantime? 

Some readers think high 
sided vehicles should be 
banned from using the route. 

Ely resident Phil Hession 
said: “Ban them from driving 
as they obviously need to re¬ 
take the test.” 

Others think it is a prob¬ 
lem of traffic management. 

Julie Lewis said: “They 
need to change the main 
road priority. Having the un¬ 
derpass as the main road is 
daft, it should be the railway 
gates. 

“Never known anyone to 
hit the underpass at Little- 
port station and that’s all be¬ 
cause you have to leave the 
main road to do so.” 

One man suggested a 
more practical approach. 

Duwain Carter remarked: 
“Just put a height pole across 
the road before the bridge 
(like some car parks have). 
Heard it used to have one 
years ago.”

UFO group investigates ‘ball of 
orange light’ spotted in region 


A PARANORMAL group is appeal¬ 
ing for anyone who may have seen 
a mysterious ball of orange light 
in the skies over Chatteris to get in 
touch. 

East Anglia UFO group launched 
an investigation after a member of 
the public came forward to report 
the strange event at twilight on 
Wednesday August 23. 

The unidentified aerial phenom¬ 
enon was reportedly seen from Lon¬ 
don Road. A witness says that he 
was looking towards Warboys when 
he saw “a ball of orange light fall to 
the ground” between 9-10pm. 

It is claimed within five minutes 
two military jets flew over the spot 
very slowly “as if to observe” the 
phenomenon. 

The group is now asking people to 
come forward if they have any infor¬ 
mation about the alleged event. 

Group chairman, retired busi¬ 
nessman Tony Buckingham, 63, 
from Littleport, said: “After the 
sighting there were two military jets 
reportedly seen flying, likely looking 
at the orb. 

“We are trying to find out more. 
We have contacted the police. And

we are looking into the weather pat¬ 
terns and whether there were any 
military flying. 

“Around 95 per cent of sightings 
are mistakes or hoaxes... but some 
are unexplained and stunning. In 
previous weeks also there have been 
other whispers not far from Chatt¬ 
eris. In the last couple weeks we’ve 
had half a dozen sightings come in. 

Tony added that the main hot 
spot for sightings in the region is 
between Haverhill and Stowmarket, 
but the Fens is also known to have 
had its “fair share” over the years. 

He admits though that there has 
been a drop in recent times as peo¬ 
ple have become seemingly more 
preoccupied with smart phones and 
not lifting their gaze skyward. 

The East Anglia UFO group has 
an office in Littleport and holds 
monthly meetings in Newmarket 
which are open to the public.

WHEN Steuart Northfield 
heard that education consult¬ 
ant Peter Harris, a neighbour 
in Silver Street, Ely, was aiming 
to raise $9,000 for a school and 
orphanage in Cambodia, he 
decided to help. 

Encouraged by the success 
of a fundraising curry night, 
Steuart organised a gin tasting 
evening at his historic medieval 
cottage home and boosted Pe¬ 
ter’s appeal by £920. 

“Friends and neighbours, our 
Silver Street ‘local’, the Prince 
Albert, and the Drayman’s Son 
in Fore Hill, all gave raffle prizes 
and I’m hugely grateful for eve¬ 
ryone’s support,” said Steuart. 
Guests sampled a selection of 
15 gins and Peter showed a film 
and gave a talk about the work 
of the Centre for Children’s 
Happiness (CCH ) in Phnom 
Penh, the Cambodian capital. 

Peter, who came to Ely as 
founder director of King’s Inter¬ 
national Study Centre, has sup¬ 
ported the work of CCH for the 
past 10 years. It gives a home 
and education to children, 
most of them orphans, living 
on or near the ‘smoking moun¬ 


tain’ - the city’s mbbish dumps. 

“I travel all over the world and 
I am often in Asia, but nowhere 
has touched my heart quite like 
CCH which houses, nurtures, 
feeds, clothes and educates the 
‘dumpsters’,” said Peter. 

There are more than 80 chil¬ 
dren living in the homes and a 
further 70 from impoverished 
families nearby who go to 
CCH for an education. Six for¬ 
mer ‘dumpsters’ have won full 
scholarships to study at univer¬ 
sities in the USA and some old¬ 
er children are also supported 
to go on to vocational training, 
in the Cambodian coastal re¬ 
sort of Sihanoukville. 

CCH’s latest project will 
eventually provide housing for 
up to 60 families and a small 
school. Peter has also paid the 
community centre’s water and 
electricity costs for one year 
and covered the cost of teach¬ 
ing materials. He is raising a 
further $9,000 towards the cost 
of installing solar power and 
piped water.

PAPERLESS ticketing is becoming a reality 
as Greater Anglia completes its roll-out of 
mobile tickets. 

Passengers to and from Cambridge can 
now buy ‘m-tickets’ on the Greater Anglia 
app, which can be scanned through the 
ticket barriers. 

Both peak and off-peak journeys will be 
downloadable, up to 10 minutes before de¬ 
parture. 

To use the service, customers must install 
the app, which will send a readable ticket 
and a barcode for checking and opening 
gates to their phone, which can be present¬ 
ed during an on-train inspection. 

Greater Anglia first introduced m-tickets 
two years ago, but they have only just ex¬ 
tended the scheme across the whole net¬ 
work of 133 stations. This includes trains 
to Bishops Stortford, Stansted Airport, and 
London Liverpool Street, as well as lines to 
Ipswich and Peterborough. 

Andy Camp, Greater Anglia’s commercial 
director, said: “Completing the roll out of 
mobile ticketing across our network is an¬ 
other investment which will help to make 
our customers’ lives a little easier as they 
can now use the app to buy tickets wherever 
they are and can simply scan their phones 
through the ticket gates.”

School places ‘running out’ 


COUNCILS across the country are at 
risk of being unable to meet demand 
for secondary school places within 
the next five years. 

More than 125,000 children could 
miss out on a secondary school place 
by 2022/23, according to analysis by 
the Local Government Association 
(LGA). 

It shows almost half (49 per cent) 
of councils may not be able to find 
places for children leaving primary 
school by that time. 

The LGA said councils must ur¬ 
gently be given powers to force acad¬ 
emies and free schools to expand if 
extra places are needed. 

As nearly two thirds of secondary 
schools are now academies, the LGA 
said it is the only way to make sure 
councils can guarantee every child 
has a school place. 

The association is also pushing for 
councils to once again be handed 
powers to build new schools if it is 
impossible for existing schools to 
provide places. 

Although councils have a duty to 
make sure there are enough places in 
their ward, final decisions about new 
schools are made by central govern¬ 
ment. 

A looming crisis in secondary 
schools places has been repeatedly 
forewarned by the LGA in recent 
years. 

After a surge in demand for places

at a primary school level, councils 
have helped deliver 600,000 extra 
primary school places since 2010, 
mostly by expanding existing coun¬ 
cil-maintained primary schools. 

The LGA warned on Wednesday 
that unless more secondary school 
places are created, 12 local authori¬ 
ties will face a secondary school 
place shortfall next year in 2018/19. 

This will rise to 23 in 2019/20, 41 
in 2020/21, 57 in 2021/22 and 66 by 
2022/23. 

The chairman of the LGA’s 
Children and Young People Board, 
Cllr Richard Watts, said: “As the LGA 
has previously warned, the school 
places squeeze is now about to hit 
secondary schools. 

“More and more families will face 
growing uncertainty when trying to 
secure their child’s secondary school 
without action. 

“As primary school children move 
on to secondary schools, the majority 
of which are now academies, 
securing new secondary places in 
the areas where they are needed is 
becoming increasingly difficult. 

“Councils are working with one 
hand behind their backs to help as 
many pupils as possible receive a 
place at their first choice school. 



“If we are to avoid this loom¬ 
ing secondary school places crisis, 
councils need to be able to force ex¬ 
isting academy schools to expand if 
voluntary agreement is impossible 
and must be given back powers to 
open new maintained schools them¬ 
selves.” 

The data used in the LGA’s analy¬ 
sis is taken from the Department for 
Education’s School Capacity Survey.

Small businesses will be breathing 
a sigh of relief as HMRC recently 
announced their new digitalisation of 
tax returns, or Making Tax Digital 
(MTD) as it is now known, has been 
delayed further. They have also 
announced a slower transition into the 
system for businesses. 

So what does this mean in reality? 
If you are VAT registered you will need 
to start using accounting software to 
keep your records from 6 April 2019 
at the latest, when you will be required 
to submit your VAT returns through 
the software rather than online with 
HMRC. Those businesses that are not 
VAT registered will not need to do 
anything now until 2020. 

Although MTD was forcing a lot of 
businesses to use accounting software, 
there are advantages to choosing to 
use it rather than the traditional cash 
book, excel spreadsheets or even 
a shoe box of receipts! Most of the 
new programmes bring your bank 
transactions straight in from your 
online accounts. They allow you to 
raise sales invoices in the programme, 
email them to a customer and allow 
the customer to pay the invoice off the 
email. There are also add-ons to the 
programmes that allow your expense 
receipts to be stored in the programme 
and entered from a scanned document, 
reducing the amount of paperwork you 
need to keep. 

As well as streamlining your records 
they also allow you to see how the 
business is doing on a regular basis, 
reducing the annual task of preparing 
all of your records in one go. Should 
you need help moving into digital 
record keeping, please do not hesitate 
to contact us.

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COMIC ACTOR ROBERT WEBB TALKS TO KATE WHITING ABOUT EVERYTHING 
FROM CONSIDERING SUICIDE AFTER HIS MUM DIED, TO DRINKING TOO MUCH 


J LL comedians secretly 
want to make 
themselves useful," 
says Robert 
Webb, star of 

Peep Show and one half of 
double act Mitchell and 
Webb, "because we don't 
really believe that 
making people laugh is 
any kind of noble 
calling. 

"So every now and 
again, you will get 
someone of a certain age, 
who has been funny for a 
while, who suddenly 
decides, 'Hang on, I can 
do something a bit more 
useful than this!' 

Robert is talking about writing 
his searingly honest autobiography, 
How Not To Be A Boy, in which he 
describes how his childhood was 
shaped by fear of his dad, his 
mum's death and his teenage 
suicidal thoughts. 

The book started life in October 
2014 as an article of the same title 
for the New Statesman, in which he 
described his upbringing in a 
working-class house in 
Lincolnshire as "heavily gendered" 
The 44-year-old argues that 
society's continuous gender 
conditioning (that often begins 
with 'blue is for boys' and includes 
'boys don't cry') is responsible for 
many of its problems, including his 
and other men's inability to 
distinguish between emotions, so 
they all come out as anger, or are 
repressed, which can contribute to 
mental health issues. 

A few months before our chat, 
Prince Harry revealed he "shut 
down all emotions" for nearly 20 
years after his mother Princess 
Diana's death and finally sought 
counselling after two years of "total 
chaos" in his late twenties. 

Robert feels we're having "a 
moment" where men are finally 
able to speak about their feelings 
honestly - and society is listening. 

"Some sort of critical mass is now 
gathering, where this stuff is not a 
weird airy-fairy side issue and we 
can now have this conversation. 

"When I started the book well 
over two years ago, it felt like I was 
starting a conversation. Now it feels 
like I'm joining one and I'm very 
glad about that." 

As you'd expect, How Not To Be A 
Boy is funny - "I haven't grown out 
of that phase of wanting to make 
people laugh," he says - but also 
extremely poignant. 

The hardest chapter to write was 
at the literal heart of the book, 
called Boys Don’t Cry, which deals 
with his mum's death from breast 
cancer when he was 17 and his 
subsequent suicidal thoughts. 

"That was harder than I thought. 
It's one of the bits in the book 
where I gave myself permission not 
to be funny. When you're taking 
the reader into the bedroom where 
your mother just died, it would be 
inappropriate to start making 
jokes." 

In a diary entry dated June 12, 
1990, the young Robert, finding it

impossible to revise for A-Levels, 
muses on ending his life by taking 
an overdose of painkillers. 

"I suddenly thought I could make 
it all stop and I cried for about an 
hour and wrote the note." 

The following day, the note lies 
"in a million pieces" in the bin and 
the entry concludes: "Get a grip, 
boy. Get a f***ing grip." 

He says it was the thought of 
what his death would do "to 
everyone else" that stopped him. 

He hopes the book will help 
others in a similar position "notice 
that they're not alone" He says it 
would have been "really peculiar" 
not to have included his diary entry 
"if I'm talking about repression of 
feelings and how it is drilled into 
boys during childhood and the 
terrible effects it has if we drag that 
through adolescence and into this 


kind of half-formed manhood 
where we don't know how to take 
responsibility for our feelings..." 

Robert’s complex relationship 
with his dad, who split from his 
mum when he was just five, figures 
heavily in the book; from the fear of 
him he had as a child, to living with 
him again after his mum died. His 
dad died in 2013 and Robert says 
he couldn't have written the book 
while he was alive. 

"I couldn't afford to be that 
honest about his mistakes when we 
were little, I couldn't write that 
politely. I had to be quite hard on 
him there - I hope I'm generous to 
him later. I'm not out to settle 
scores but I try to show some of his 
redeeming qualities. He was a lot of 
fun to be around and a good chap 
in many ways." 

In the book, he describes his dad 


having "a temper" after being in the 
pub. At the time there was really 
nothing out of the ordinary about 
that level of physical 
admonishment. 

"It was the fact that it was 
arbitrary, where you don't know 
how to do the right thing and you 
don’t know what you did wrong. 
That was what made him scary to 
me." 

The memoir starts with what 
Robert calls the overture, which 
cleverly segues from him rewriting 
the lyrics to Rick Astley’s Never 
Gonna Give You Up for a school 
dance sketch, to performing his 
2009 comedy version of 
Flashdance, which won him Let's 
Dance For Comic Relief. 

He reveals how, back 
home that night, his wife 
Abigail pregnant with their 
first daughter, he sat "in our 
little garden" and drank 
"another two bottles of red 
wine" and smoked "about 
thirty Marlboro Lights" 

Of his drinking, he says: " I 
was never horribly 
| aggressive but you do 
become slightly more 
short-tempered and a bit 
more chippy and just a 
boring d**k to live with. So, I 
just have to keep an eye on that and 
I drink a lot less now." 

Although he never went to 
Alcoholics Anonymous, he admits 
"it was suggested" 

"I just basically said, 'Watch me, 
I'll do this on my own' and I kind of 
did and it wasn't that much of a 
struggle. I just did seven weeks of 
filming [new sitcom] Back and 
obviously alcoholics can't do that," 
he says, with a laugh. 

"Going from 8am to 8pm without 
a drink was not even the remotest 
challenge, that's what I reckon. To 
people with an investment in AA, 
that may sound like self-delusion, 
but as far as I'm concerned it's 
under control..." 

Robert married Abbie, a fellow 
comic, in 2007 and they have two 
daughters. He says their marriage 
was never seriously on the rocks. 

"There were times we would have 
an argument and she would start 
looking for her passport and say, 
'That's it, I'm going to Mexico! But it 
was just never going to happen, it 
was that kind of row and we don't 
really have those rows any more." 

Admitting gender stereotyping is 
"a preoccupation of mine" he’s 
conscious of wanting to model 
what being a good husband and 
dad should be to his daughters. 

"I know they have got their eye 
on me and the way I model being a 
man in a domestic setting is critical 
really. 

"I get this stuff wrong all the time. 
I still get angry when what I'm 
actually feeling is embarrassment 
and I still don't do 50 per cent of 
the house and the kids, but I am 
doing a lot better than I did before 
and trying to take responsibility for 
my health."

I AM, I AM, I AM: SEVENTEEN BRUSHES

I AM, I Am, I Am is 
nimble, emotionally 
bruising and stunningly 
written. Divided into 17 
distinct moments from 
the author's life, out of 
chronological order, it 
explores terrifying 
junctures at which Maggie grappled 
with the fact she may not take 
another breath. 

There are instances many of us 
have experienced - sinking out of 
your depth while swimming, and 
others so brutal and horrifying, you 
have to put the book down between 
paragraphs to rebalance. 

When you discover that Maggie's 
daughter suffers an immunological 
disorder and anaphylactic attacks 
leading to alarmingly frequent 
hospital visits, the strength, 
urgency and reasoning that 
underpins I Am, I Am, I Am 
becomes palpable. It's a beautiful, 
strangely reassuring read. 

MY ABSOLUTE DARLING by Gabriel Tallent, 
Fourth Estate, £12.99 (ebook £7.99)

THIS debut novel from 
Gabriel Tallent brings us 
the story of Turtle 
Alveston - or 'kibble' to 
her charismatic but 
twisted survivalist 
father Martin - a 
14-year-old who spends 
her time cleaning guns 
and preparing for the apocalypse 
she believes will soon come. 

One day, she escapes Martin's 
control and meets Jacob, a lost 
boy of a similar age whose 
comfortable and cosseted life 
reveals to her an ordinary world 
she never knew existed, opening an 
irreparable rift in the love-hate 
relationship between Martin, one of 
the most well painted characters in 
recent memory, and his 'absolute 
darling' of the title. 

The way Tallent unravels the tale 
that follows, of a rapid descent into 
mistrust and violence at their 
ramshackle house on a hill, is 
invigorating, paranoia-inducing and 
often dizzying in its beauty. While 
his pacing creates a necessary 
sense of unease, Tallent is prone to 
rushing towards his set-pieces, 
many of which stack up across 
the 400 pages.

ALEX HIBBERT finds 
an oasis of calm in the 
midst of the hustle 
and bustle of Japan's 
busiest destinations 

A FTER travelling around 
one of the most exotic 
places you've ever been, 
it's unusual the 
memories which shine 
brightest are of a resort that was 
home for only a handful of nights. 

But after two weeks spent trekking 
across Japan, my time spent at the 
Hoshinoya resorts in two of its 
major cities - Tokyo and Kyoto - is 
still burning vividly in my brain. 

Superlative in every sense, a 
stay at the luxurious Hoshinoya 
properties allows travellers the 
chance to truly immerse themselves 
in the country's incredible culture. 

First to Tokyo, alighting at the 
city's central station, I take the short 
walk past amassed skyscrapers to 
the Otemachi district. Here, 
amongst the neat crowds of suited 
businessmen and women, I pass 
through a doorway, and am 
immediately transported into 
another world. 

Wood and the sweet smell of 
Japanese fauna greet me first, before 
a kimono-clad host with a warm 
smile approaches and immediately 
requests I hand over my shoes. 

In a matter of seconds I have left 
the hustle and bustle of a city which 
is home to 35 million people, very 
far behind, and am siting on the 
floor, shoeless, sipping warm 
Japanese tea. Hoshinoya Tokyo is a 
'tower ryokan' a traditional-style 
hotel that offers guests tatami mat 
floors, decor brimming with 
bamboo and Japanese wood, and 
shoji paper sliding doors. 

An oasis of calm amidst the chaos 
of the city outside, from the moment 
you step in, serenity descends. Yet, 




being based between Tokyo 
Station and the Imperial Palace, its 
location couldn't be more 
convenient for forays into the city. 

Guests are given complimentary 
kimonos, which can be worn in 
their room and around the hotel. 
Each floor of the hotel has a 
Ochanoma lounge, which offers a 
space to relax, drink some tea and 
sample fresh local delicacies. 

The hotel also organises daily 
activities, including traditional 
Japanese magic shows, deep 
breathing exercises to help you get a 
good night's sleep, and sake tasting.

the 

night sky. 

Days later, a little more ragged 
from my adventures in the Far East, 
I arrive in Kyoto. 

First, there's a quick train journey 
eight kilometres west of the city 
centre to Arashiyama station. 

From there it's a short walk to the 
Togetsuky Bridge where, on a small 
jetty, kimono-clad staff with 
welcoming smiles usher me 
onto a glistening black 
water taxi.

We cast off, sailing past waving 
Japanese boatmen punting long¬ 
boats through the clear water of the 
Katsura River, and leave the hubbub 
of Kyoto behind as we sail past the 
verdant green slopes of the sur¬ 
rounding mountainsides. 

At the water's end, I alight on a 
small jetty, and am greeted by more 
friendly faces welcoming me to the 
Hoshinoya Kyoto's extensive 
grounds, its paths lined with cedars 
and cherry blossoms. There's 
a salon and bar which serves 
coffee and teas by day, and 
an extensive whiskey list at 
night; there's a water garden 
(and a hidden one); there's a 
library and lounge space, and 
a floating tearoom where 
guests can relax and enjoy the 
beautiful river scenery. 

Rooms and suites are cosy 
and clean, with luxurious 
beds and views out onto the 
river or into the woods around 
the resort. 

Wherever you are in the property 
you feel close to nature, a feeling 
that taps into Kyoto's position 
nestled in amongst the mountains. 
Like in Tokyo, guests are offered the 
chance to take part in daily activi¬ 
ties, such as tea drinking sessions 
and a traditional incense burning 
ceremony. 

Both resorts offer superlative 
dining options, using traditional 
Japanese ingredients and 
dishes updated with modern 
cooking techniques. 

In Tokyo, award-winning 
executive chef Noriyuku 
Hamada's Nippon cuisine 
uses French techniques to 
produce complex and 
rewarding dishes with 
Japanese ingredients and 
seasoning. Focusing on fish and 
vegetables, dishes such as 'Out of 
the Blue' and 'Five Flavours of 
Delight' - five small canapes all 
served at different temperatures - 
take diners on a taste journey from 
sour to umami. 

Dinner in Kyoto comes in a 
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procession of dazzling, tapas-like 
courses, 'kaiseki-style,' from head 
chef Ichiro Kubota. He once worked 
at Umu, in London's Mayfair, and his 
pedigree shines through. Each course 
delivers on flavour, taking inspiration 
from everything from French cuisine 
to the Samurai leader who once lived 
on the site. 

It's difficult to plan a trip to Japan 
and not include either Tokyo or Kyoto 
(or both) in your plans. Both cities 
have become the country's most 
popular tourist destinations for good 
reason. Tokyo, the capital, offers 


travellers the chance to 
dive into the futuristic 
cityscapes and that 
have come to 
symbolise Japan's 
place at the forefront 
of technological 
advances. 

Kyoto, meanwhile, is 
the cultural capital of 
Japan - a city swarming 
with awe-inspiring sights, shrines and 
temples, where lucky visitors might 
glimpse a dainty Geisha being 
escorted across town in rickshaws. It's 
where Japan's 

fascinating history comes alive. 

But both cities can actually be 
exhausting in their own ways - it's 
easy to feel in need of refuge after a 
day spent wandering the sense- 
assaulting streets of Shibuya in Tokyo, 
where huge billboards and sound 
systems outside shops battle to bring 
in customers, and Kyoto's streets and 
sights swarm with fellow tourists. 

This is where each of the city's 
Hoshinoya resorts comes into its own, 
offering the perfect escape from the 
hustle and bustle of the hectic cities 
that they're based.

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BMW revamps i3 
range as electric 
sales go on rising 

WITH sales of electric vehicles 
on the rise BMW is revamping its 
i3 hatchback which has already 
become Britain's best-selling 
premium compact EV. 

The model is available in both 
pure battery and range extender 
set-ups and now includes LED 
headlights and upgraded satellite 
navigation as standard. 

Prices start from £34,070 for 
the i3 EV and £37,220 for the 
range extender - which is fitted 
with a petrol engine for added 
mileage. The prices represent an 
increase of some £3,000. 

BMW is also bolstering the 
range with sportier i3s models 
costing from £36,975 and 
£40,125 respectively. 

The newcomers will have their 
world premiere at the Frankfurt 
Motor Show this month and are 
due for release in November. 

Since the i3 was launched four 
years ago BMW has sold more 
than 8,000 in the UK and the 
market for EVs is on the rise, with 
sales bucking the current trend 
and increasing month-by-month. 

The new i3 line up uses the 
same 3 3 kWh power pack as 
before which gives the pure EV 
model a 0 to 60 acceleration of 
7.3 seconds and a 'real world' 
range of around 125 miles on a 
single charge. 

For the i3s BMW has tweaked 
the power output up from 1 70 
horsepower to 184 without 
affecting the range. 

That results in a livelier 0 to 60 
time of 6.9 seconds and a top 
speed of 99mph, up from the 
93mph of the standard i3. 

Styling changes on the new 
models are subtle and include 
new-look front and rear aprons 
along with an added chrome strip 
across the tailgate. 

The i3 is available with a new 
charging system which includes a 
domestic wallbox and an uprated 
charging cable which enable the 
car to be recharged five times 
faster in under three hours.

Looking very stylish and upmarket, 
the T-Roc will have wide appeal and 
is being aimed at younger buyers who 
want a car that stands out. 

Bright paint jobs with two-tone 
finishes will be a characteristic of 
the new T-Roc and the car will be 
available in three different roof 
colours - black, brown and white. 

Volkswagen chairman Dr Herbert

On higher-specification models, 
the T-Roc is fitted with an eight-inch 
glass finish touchscreen and will be 
available with a 300-Watt, eight- 
channel Beats sound system. 

Another high tech feature is VW's 
Active Info instrument panel with its 
multi-mode graphical display. 

Interior finishes are also on trend 
and the car can be had with a variety 
of colour themes in the cockpit with 
brown, blue, orange, yellow and grey 
themes available. 

Volkswagen will be offering the 
T-Roc in two distinct set-ups - one 
sporty, the other more comfort- 


oriented. 

The sportier versions will include 
aluminium foot pedals, red brake 
callipers and dark-tint rear windows. 

As VW's smallest SUV, the T-Roc 
is some 10 inches shorter than the 
popular Tiguan and the car will be 
available with a variety of engines - 
three diesel and three petrol - plus 
the option of DSG semi-automatic 
transmissions and four-wheel-drive. 

Measuring 13ft 8ins in length, the 
T-Roc is similar in size to the VW Golf, 
although wider and taller, creating a 
roomy cabin. 

Luggage capacity ranges from 445 
to 1,290 litres which makes the T-Roc 
very family friendly. Interior space 
for a compact SUV is also good, 
particularly in the back. 

The T-Roc is based on the same 
platform as the Golf and produced at 
Volkswagen's Setubal factory where 
VW has built the Scirocco coupe and 
Sharan people mover.

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Aerodynamic boost 
performance Volvos 



P OLESTAR, the performance 
brand of Volvo Cars, has 
unveiled its 2018 S60 saloon 
and V60 estate models. 

The new versions come 
complete with additional 
aerodynamic components made 
from lightweight carbon fibre 
material that increase downforce 
by 30 per cent. 

A limited number of 1,500 
vehicles will be built, with all cars 
receiving an individual number on 
the tread plate. 

The new aerodynamic exterior 
package has been developed 
jointly by the engineers of Polestar 
and Cyan Racing, the motorsport 
partner of Polestar, with data 
derived from the World Touring 
Car Championship programme, 
where the team is involved in the 
title fight. 

Enhancements include a new 
front splitter, side sills and a rear 
spoiler extension, all made in 
lightweight carbon fibre, increasing 
downforce. 

With the new aerodynamics, the 
S60 Polestar is capable of 0 to 60 


in 4.4 seconds. The V60 takes 0.1 
seconds longer. Both have a top 
speed restricted to 155mph. 

The new components increase 
grip and high-speed stability, 
providing a car with the duality of 
being used in everyday driving as 
well as providing the driver with 
further control and feedback. 

Much of the kit was developed 


and tested during Polestar Cyan 
Racing's recently-revealed secret 
Nurburgring test, where a Polestar 
S60 claimed the record for the 
fastest four-door road legal car 
around the Nordschleife circuit. 

Visual changes include high- 
gloss black Polestar diamond-cut 
wheels, carbon fibre door mirror 
casings and a new colour, bursting 


blue metallic. The interior has 
been updated with a new seat 
upholstery, blue contrast stitching 
and Polestar embroidering. 

More than 250 parts have 
been changed, compared to the 
standard S60 and V60 models, 
including an adjustable Ohlins 
shock absorber system and six- 
piston Brembo brake callipers with 
371 mm discs. 

As far as power goes, the 
Polestar models retain the 
four-cylinder, 367bhp Drive-E 
engine, with fuel consumption 
and emissions of 179g/km for the 
S60 and 186g/km for the slightly 
heavier estate. That equates to 
36.6mpg for the saloon and 35.2 
for the V90. 

Jorgen Ronstad, vice-president 
product strategy and management 
at Polestar, said: "The models 
are the pinnacle of our road car 
programmes that we have been 
developing successfully since our 
first road car was launched in 
2013." 

Prices for the cars have yet to be 
announced.
